EARTH SHAKEN 


Powder Works Near Berke- 
ley Blown Up. 


Five Terrific Explosidns--Magazine 
After Magazine Goes Up. 


Three White Men and Three Chinese 
‘Instantly Killed. 


Marvolous Escape of Soores of People 
from Death—Damage Caused in 
Oakland and San Francisco 
by the Shock. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Berkever (Cal.,) July 9.—|Special. | 
I saw the terrific explosion at the West 
Berkeley powder works this morting 
and the consequent wreck. When the 
first explosion took place I was four 
miles in-the foothills behind Berkeley. 
The, roar was deafening. The earth 
trembled, windows shook and kitchen 
utensils» were knocked off stoves in 
Berkeley. Many windows were shat- 
tered, and West Berkeley was made to 
look like a wreck. The powder works 
were instantaneously converted into a 
scene of flame and desolation sur- 
mounted by dense’ masses of smoke, 
white black and yellow. 


Soon the scene of the disaster was) 


reached by officers and citizens, and for 
hours a steady stream of curiosity-hun- 
ters poured along all the highways, 
steam and street railways toward the 
spot. Cordons of deputy sheriffs were 
established to keep the crowds back 
lest more persons be injured by further 
“explosions, which for atime were mo- 
mentarily expected. 

The small loss of life is a fortunate 
circumstance, due to the warning given 
the workmen by the preliminary rising 
of dense volumes of white smoke from 
the overflowing nitro-glycerine vats in 
the mixing-room, where the fire origi- 
nated. The disturbances and excit 
mentin San Francisco exceeded any- 
thing of the kind ever witnessed there 
before, as this is the severest and most 
destructive powder works explosion 
ever known in West Berkeley—and 
there have been several. 

The details which follow tell the 
story of this terrific explosion in which 
200 or 800 tons of giant powder and 
black powder went off in a mighty raar,

Terrific Force. 

SAN Francisco, July 9.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| A series of explosions 
starting in the nitro-glycerine depart- 
ment of the Glagt Powder Works at 


Fleming’s Point, West Berkeley, 


morning resulted in the utter destruc- 
‘tion of those works as well as those of 
the San Francisco Chemical Company, 
located on the Same veninsula. Three 
white men and three Chinese were 
killed and half a dozen Chinamen were 
more or less injured. The amourt of 
property destroyed at the immediate 
scene of the explosion is estimated at 
$350,000, but there is scarcely a whole 
pane of glass within a mile or two of 
the works, and considerable damage 
was also done in Oakland and San 
Francisco. 

The fact that sucha terrific explosion 
shouid result insosmall a loss of life 
seems almost miraculous, but a still 
stranger feature of the calamity is the 
effect of shocks onlocalities so far re- 
It is fully ten 
miles from Fleming’s Point to San 
Francisco, and yet five of the shocks 
were so distinctly felt in this city that 
hrndreds of panes of heavy plate glass 
were broken. Chandeliers a 
pendants swayed as if s 
earthquake. Horses beg4me frighten 
and people rnshed o 
and places of business in terror. 

MANY MIRACULOUS’ ESCAPES. 

Nearer the scene of the explosion the 
effect was more marked, and the be- 
holder is filled with wonder that so 
many escapeddeath. The family of the 
superintendent of the chemical works 
resided on the premises. The house 
was literally wrecked, but the inmates 
escaped without ascratch. The side- 
walls were loosened and spread outward 
like the sides of a hopper. The front 
stairway was twisted entirely around, 
and the plastering from the walls lay 
six inches deep upon the floor. Yetthe 
only member bf the family injured was 
out of the buildingat thetime. He was 
sitting in a buggy in frontof the house. 
The vehicle was overturned by the con- 
cussion, and its occupant was slightly 
hurt. A dozen other houses in the 
same neighborhood were complete'~ 
shattered, yet only slight injuries were 
received by their occupants. 

One reason forthe small loss of life 


| wasthe fact that the first explosion 


took place in a small building where 
only three men were at work. These 
were all killed, but the second explc- 
sion did not occur until after an inter- 

val of abou, six minutes, so that nearly 

every ene had a chance to take steps 

toward safety. 

MOST TERRIFIC OF AL. 

The most terrific of the series of 'ex- 
plosions were those caused by the blow- 
a9 ing upef the powder magaziues. These 
were situated at a considerable dis- 
tance from the nitro-glycerine house 
and were exploded by concussion. 
There were three of these repositories 
and they went one after another in 
quick succession. One contained 350 
tons of giant powder, another 150 tons 
of black and the third ‘held a large 
quantity of dynamite, The sides of the 
hili where these were located now bears 
not a vestage of their occupancy..and 
the piace that knew them is repre- 
sented by a great enasm which extendas 
down below the lime of water in the 
bay. 

THE VICTIMS. 

The actual cause of the explosion 
will never be known. The only men 
who could give any information on the 
subject, are staik, stiff, and mutilated 
in the morgaoe. - The names of these un-

DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 
Five Terrific Explosions—-Five Men Killed— 
Some Others Injured. 

July 9.--|By the Associated 
Press.} The most terrible explosion 
that ever occurred in this neighborhood 
took place this morning atthe a 
Powder Works, just beyond West Berk- 
eley. Theexplosion first began at 9:25 
o'clock, when there were two sharp 
shocks, that were felt with terrible dis- 
tinctness in Oakland. The next three 
explosions occurred about three minutes 
later, ey even more sharp than 


the first rts. 

In theexcitement which followed, ex- 
aggerated reports of immense loss of 
life were afloat, the number of killed 
being at first placed at between 100 
and 200. Later information, however, 
showed that only a few persons lost 
their lives. 

- The first explosion was in the nitro- 
glycerine house and blew that building 
outofthe ground. Fire spread and one 
by one the magazines exploded. There 
were five distinct explosions and sev- 
eral small ones from small stores 
powder. In the neighborhood of the 
works was amass of clouds of sulphu- 
rious smoke, rolling over the scene, ob- 
scuring the site of the works from 
view. This is the most terrible ex- 
plosion that has ever occurred in these 
works, and no other shock was feltso 
severely in Oakland. Frank Roller, 
superintendent, and several others 
were away at the time and thus es- 
caped. 

THE ILL-FATED WORKS. 

‘The Giant Powder Works at Highland 
Station are the original powder works 
built by Mr, Judson, prior to the forma- 
tion of the Judson Powder Company. 
The main buildings where the manu- 
facturing is done are wooden struc- 
tures: About the grounds are locateda 
number of magazines about twenty feet 
square, constructed of brick, in which 
the explosives are stored. There are 
about fifteen of these magazines. At 
Highland Station on Fleming Point, at 
the works where the explosion oc- 
curred, only high explosives are manu- 
factured, such as giant powder, nitro- 
giycerine and dynamite. There is 
usually a large a.nount stored in the 
various magazines, and the con- 
cussion from the explosion in’ the 
main building would be sufficient to ex- 
plode the magazines. The new works, 
near the Contra Costa line, have so far 
never beén visited by an” explosion. 
The Judson Powder Works are located 
further in the hills and @ “little beyond 
the Giant Powder Works. These were 
thought to have exploded as_ well. 
When the second explosion occurred a 
man inthe office suddenly exclaimed: 
“Oh, my God! There’s another one!’’

aT ‘THE SCENE OF DISASTER. 

There is great damage in West 
Berkely. Nota window is left in the 
place and several. buildings are 
wrecked. 

A number of at the State 
University had narrow escapes from 
shattered glass. 

From the top of a hill.just_ above the 
Works the scene beggars description. 
The western slope is covered with scat- 
tered timbers of the giant “powder- 
house, which blaze furiously. Little 

ellow streams running down to the 
bes show where the contents of the 
tanks emptied themselves. All the 
mixing and packing houses of the black 
powder department are in ashes, as are 
also the sulphur mills, which buildings 
were located east of the scene of tle 
explosion and on the opposite side of 
the hill. The damage to the black 
powder works alone is $75,000. The 
first explosion caused the giant powder 
magazine to go up. 

The shock traveled in an easterly di- 
rection and the black powder mills lay 
directly in the path of it, and burning 
brands were heaped upon the already 
wrecked buildings. Before the Chinese 
employed there could all escape the 
powder jin the black powder mills ex- 
ploded. Those rescued said that seven- 
teen Chinese are buried there. 

Phillip Hickinger was the first 
to be taken out 
through the cordon of guards. which 
had been established. - He was walking 
within fifty feet of the magazine when 
it exploded; and his escape from instant 
death is considered miraculous. 

Charles Brown was the only man in 
the mixing house where the first ex- 
pirsion occurred, and it is believed he 
was blown to atoms. Brown was con- 
sidered a very careful man and for that 
reason was given the most responsible 
pogition. A man named Boies. who 
had charged of the tanks in the acid 
house is believed to beamong the killed. 
The cause of the explosion is* said to 
have been the upsetting of a bottle of 
acid in the office, which set fire to that 
building. 

The entire works are surrounded by 
ropes and guards. No one but physi- 
cians, officers and relatives of workmen 
are alloweai within the ropes. The 
bridge across the slough on the e@st 
side of the powder works has been cut 
to prevent people from going in. 

A special train with telegraph oper- 
ators arrived near the scene at 12:50 
this afternoon. The¥‘tapped the wires 
.op the line of the railroad and opened 
communication with Oakland and San 
Francisco. 

A Chinese boarding-house near the 
mixing-house was blown to atoms. 
There was a tremendous crowd at the 
scene and the guards had great difficulty 
in keeping the people out of danger. 

TWO GIRLS RESCUED. 

Miss Kate Davis and Miss M. Davis 
were rescued from the cartridge factory 
uninjured. They describe the terrible 
scene 2s follows: ‘We were in the 
cartridge factory fixing caps when we 
heard the first explosion. Becoming 
alarmed we ran and hid behind a box. 
Explosions followed in quick stccession 
from the nitro-glycerine house. We 
had plenty of time to get out but were 
too excited.’ 

The,third explosion threw Miss Kate 
on het head near the fire. 

- Every window in the County Jail was 
broken by the explosian and some pris- 
ouers yelled to bé let out. They were 
quieted by Jailer Marsh. The windows 
in the Courthouse and Hali of Records 
were badly damaged.

Ready to Fight. 


Strong Fortifications Erectod on the 
Hills Near the Plant.

Homestead (Pa.,) July 9.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The reign of quiet is 
still undisturbed at Homestead, and but 
for the suppressed excitement afd little 
groups clustered on the streets no one 
would suspect the tragedy which the 
week has witnessed. While the policy 
of the strikers is to wait and watch, 
they declare that they are well prepared 
for the enemy. So perfect is their 
organization, so numerous their senti- 
nels, that surprise seems impossible 
from any force. The men have ap- 
parently made up their minds that 
sooner or later the mill-owners will 
make another attempt to resume power 
and every preparation is being made to 
repel the effort when it comes. 

Several times during the day tele- 
grams were received conveying intelli- 
gence’ that Pinkertons were being 
shipped or massed for shipment to 
Homestead. Whether true or false 
they had the effect of keeping up the 
public tension that is at last beginning 
to teilonmany. There is no doubt that 
organized labor throughout the Nation 
with the Pennsylvania 
workers. During the day numerous 
telegrams of condolence and congratu- 
lations were received, and tenders of 
assistance have been pouring in, but 
were very courteously declined. 

All the accompanying scenes of want 
and squalor incidental to the typical 


strike are significantly absent here.: 


Nobody seems to be worrying over the 
morrow, and everybody seems to be pre- 
pared fora prolonged siege. The scene 
presented to the casual visitor at Home- 
stead today resembled very’ much a 
Sabbath day ina manufacturing town. 
The new arrival was fairly free to come 
and go as he wished, never suspecting 
the espionage to which he was sub- 
jected, and unless he ventured too near 
the mills he would never suspect that 
martial law had been declared by the 
Amalgamated Agsociation. But there 


} is martial lawas thorough as Ben But- 


ler ever gave to New Orleans, and the 
instant the visitor attempts to approach 
the scene bf Wednesday’s battle or 
enter the mills he is made cognizant of 
its existence. A sentry crosses his path 
and in a tone courteous but positive, in- 
forms the saunterer that he can pro- 
ceed no further. Part of the pro- 
gramme of the strikers is that the plant 


must be preserved intact and tree from 


outside intermeddling and trespass, 
but how long it would remain so were 
an attempt “made to man it with non- 
union labor is an entirely different 
question. 

The visit of the strikers’ committee 
tothe Governor las® night has appar- 
ently satisfied the men that no danger 
need be apprehended from the military 
while the present condition of things 
continues, and only in an extreme case 
will troops be summoned. Simultane- 
ously with this® intelligence. there dis- 
appeared all talk about the Sheriff and 
his deputies coming to take possession 
of the works for the firm and the lead- 
ers who were asked today professed ab- 
solute ignorance of anything relating 
tothe Sheriffor the proposition that 
deputies be permitted to take possession 
of the mill property. The locked out 
workmen ‘talk already about the mills 
being in the possession of the company 
and point out the fact that the compa- 
ny’s watchmen are on guard there, and 
that the clerks come and go, as evi- 
dence of this.

It 
will not do to plead the baby act by 
saying that the Republican Bavate in- 
creased the original appropriations. 
The Senate is a cotirdinate branch of 
Congress, was a coOrdjnate branch dur- 
ing the Fifty-first Congress, and always 
will be a cordinate branch, unless some 
of us, who cannot get there, shall suc- 
ceed in abolishing it. 

‘“The Democratic party today stands 
before its own history. as before a look- 
ing glass: Gentlemen, how do you like 
your picture?) Your hollow mockeries 
of 1890 are writteu on yourfaces. You 
are compelled to acknowledge that this 
country is growing, that its expenses 
are growing, and that appropriations 
must necessarily be increased from year 
to year.

A Conflagration Raging for Hours 
Without Check. 


‘Six Hundred Houses Burned and 


15,000 Persons Homeless. 


Half a Dozen Lives Lost During the Fire— 
Property Valued at $4,000,000 De- 
stroyede-Relief Measures 
Being Taken. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Hauirax (N.§.,) July 9,—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Forty-six years anda 
month ago today a fire broke out in St. 
John’s, the capitol of Newfoundland, 
that destroyed a great par: of the city, 
the damage done amounting to £1,000,- 
000, several lives also being lost. Yes- 
terday afternoon a fire broke out in St. 
John’s that threatens to far exceed the 
money damage and loss of life 
of the previous disastrous con- 
flagration. About 4 o’clock a house 
on Long's Hill. was discovered to 
be on fire. Whenthe firemen arrived 
the southwest wind that was prevailing 
caused the fire to spread to the adjoin- 
ing building. Desperate efforts were 
made to stop the progress of the fire, 
but soon most of the houses on Long’s 
Hill were 

Large burning brands were caught up 
by ‘the wind and carried to rows of 
other structures, which were soon burn- 
ing furiously. It was seen that the fire 
department was helpless, and people 
living in the path of the fire began to 
remove their portabie household effects 
and vaiuables. It is feared some of 
these people lost their lives, while their 
dwelling houses were burning unhind- 


ered. It was then found that the new 
Efforts } 


Methodist College was on fire. 
were made to save the building, bht 
they were..fruitless. The college was 


| the: educational “headquarters of the 


Methodists in Newfoundland, and its 
loss will be severely felt by the denomi- 
nation. 

By this time the wind was blowing a 
gale, and the fire spreading with terri- 
vle rapidity: Buildings situated some 
distance from the burning structures 
caught fire from the burning embers, 
and were destroyed without a hand be- 
ing raised to attempt to save them. 
Thé firemen and people were com- 
pletely paralyzed, andthe fire did. its 
work of destruction without stay. It 
was. now growing dark, and mag- 
nificently beautiful, though appal- 
ling, was the sight. Building after 
building caught fire and the whole city 
was as light as day. The roar of the 
flames was terrible and the heat so ‘in- 
tense that it was impossible to get any- 
where near the buildings. Now and 
ther high and heavy walls would fall 


| and immense masses of burning embers 


soar upward to be caught by the gale 
and carried elsewhere to add other 
buildings to the conflagration. Men, 
women and children ran about in terror, 
and thieves; taking advantage of the 
confusion, entered houses that had been 
deserted by their occupants and stole 
whatever they could lay their hands on 
and carry off. 

‘The Masonig, Temple, Orange Hall, 
the Roman olic Cathedral and 
Bishop's palace, St. Patrick’s Hall, the 
English Cathedral, the Atheneum, the 
Kirk Commercial Bank, Union Bank, 
Atlantic Hotel and Linberg’s Brewery 
all fell a prey tothe devouring ele- 
ments. The Enzlish Cathedral was a 
magnificent structure and was’ consid- 
ered the finest piece of Gothic archi- 
tecture on this continent. It was yet 
incomplete, though it had been fifty 
ears building. Nearly all of these 
buildings were in the center of the city 


and before long they wefe masses of. 


smoking ruins. In addition to this the 
courthouse, police headquarters apd 
Government Savings Banks were de- 
stroyed, as were also the Presbyterian 
Church and office of the Telegram. 

The flames were now raging with in- 
creased vigor in the direction of the 
water front, andin a short time were 
eating up the warehouses along the 
wharves. The shipping 
wharves had been warned of the danger 
and the crews of various vessels 
hastily cast off their lines and took 
their craft outside the harbor. 

The fire burned out the telegraph 
office and for a time all communication 
with St. John’s was cut off. This 
morning, however, the telegraph offi- 
cials established temporary offices in 
what they considered a safe part of the 
city, and further details were received. 

These later dispatches stated that 
the fire had raged all night and threat- 
ened to destroy the whole city. It is 
known positively that one man and six 
children perished, but it isthought when 
the terrible excitement that now pre- 
vails subsides it will be found that the 
loss of life is much greater. Many of 
the 600 buildings burned were dwell- 
ing houses, and their occupants have 
been compelled to seek refuge in fields 


‘The military authorities furnished as 
many tents as possible and the civil 


authorities are doing everything in 
their power to alleviate the distress. 
Many unfortunates lost everything they 
had in the world, and imperative calls 
will ve made upon charitv in their be- 
nalf. 


“This morning the fire

burning. A large fire was coming down 
Fresh Water Valley and the whole pop- 
ulation of St. Johns were in an agony 
of despair, seeing before them the com- 
plete extinction of the city. The fire, 
later in the forenoon, broke out

$6,000,000 and it is estimated that 
15,000 persons are homeless.

Escape of Two Prisoners from 
Santa Ana Jail. 


The Notorious Hose-thief, Robinson,

There was a bréeze of excitement around 
the County Jail vesterday morning when 
Deputy Sheriff Buckley arrived with the 
usual morning rations for the prisoners 
and found the jail émpty and forsaken, A 
hasty investigation resulted in the discovery 
of ahole through the outer brick wall on 
the north side.ot the jail. An old case 
knife, two forks and two smallsteel baby 
express axles, together with pieces of 
brick and mortar lying in an old blanket 
on the inside told the tale, and demon. 
strated the fact that J. F. Robinson, the 
notorious hose-thief, knew what he was 
talking about when he boldly asserted in 


Anaheim a few days ago that if he was sent 


back to jail again he would dig his way to 


-treedom. 


Not only did Robinson secure his own 
freedom, but the only: other prisoner, Dud. 
ley Duthérow, a youth of 18 vears who was 
being held for examination ona charge of 


Robitnaon.

grams were sent in all directions, hoping 
thanthey might be apprehended.

postal cards were sent out containing Rob- 
inson’s picture and descriptions of both 
Robinson and Dutherow, and offering $50 
reward for Robinson's’ recapture and re- 
turn. Robinson is an old-time offender, 
having served time in the Fort Madison 
(Iowa) penitentlary for horse-stealing, and 
since his arrival on the Pacifie Coast has 
become a full-fledged bigamist. His first

unty, where he deserted’ her ‘about two 
rs ago to take up with the wife of Peter 
Eschelbach of this city, who afterward 
drove her husband away from home and 
moved to Los Angeies, where she lived 
with Robinson until his arrest about two 
months ago on the charge of stealing sev- 
eral thousand feet of garden hose in this 
and adjoising counties, for which offense 
he was serving time in the. copnty jail at 
the time of his escape. 
Robinson is about 40 yeats old; height 5 
feet 8 inches; weight about 150 pounds; 
dark complexion, black hair, rather long; 


full black beard, about two months’ growth; 
| rather low and wrinkled forehead; slightly 


stoop shoulders; wore dark suit of clothes, 
black derby hat; has a husky, whining 
voice.

The hole through «which the prisoners 
craw.ed is on the north side of the jail, im- 
mediately below the window farthest to the 
east, and was evidently hurriedly made, as 
the above cut will show, not even the 
ragged edges being evened up. Its dimen- 
sions are but 13% inches vertically at the 
top, 7 inches..at.the base and but 12% 
inches perpendicularly, making a very 
small hole for a 150-pound man to crawl 
through. 

The two steel baby express axles have 
evidently been passed into the jail to the 
prisoners from a friend on the outside: as 
a hole through tte double screening of the 
opposite window of just the size of the 
steel bars bears evidence. 

Both prisoners had been well treated and

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


A Handsome Display ot Apricots—A New 
Variety of Berry. 

Among the donations received at the 
Chambér of Commerce exhibit rooms 
vesterday wasa handsome display of 
apricots from the Rosencrans ranch, 
_seven miles south of this city. One of 
the attractive features of this was that 
they'are raised on the granite knolls 
without irrigation, in fact, being 
planted and never watered excepting by 


are the largest ever exhibited in the 
hall, weighing four and one-half to the 
pound. Accompanying these exhibits 
was also a handsome display of barley 
and wheat in the straw, samples of 
which are being saved for this ranch’s 
exhibit at the World's Fair. 

Another attractive exhibit is a dish of 
what appéar to be red raspberries, but 
upon sampling them you are convinced 
that thev are not the raspberries of this 
Coast, having @ distinctive taste that's 
foreign to this fruit. The exhibitor, 
R. R. Darby of Tropico, calls them 
Child’s Japanese wine berry, claiming 
that they grow similar to the raspberry 
but the calyx completely covers the 
fruit until they are ready to be gathered 
and then opens and the fruit is taken 
out. To all appearances this fruit will 
bear shipping equal to the strawberry. 
This one feature alone should induce 
the sinali fruit-raisers of this country 
to follow the example of Mr. Darby in 
planting this choice variety of berry. 

Mrs. D. Curry of Norwalk supplies the 
Norwaik table with a plate of silver- 
skinned onions, three of which weighed 
nine pounds. She also brings a branch 
of apricots twenty-four inches long 
taining twenty-three full-sized apricots. 
These were placed in one of the large 
muzeum jars in the preserving fluid and 
if kept intact will be sent to the World's 
I’air next spring. 

H, Reif Snyder of Fruitlands also sent 
in a display of Royal apricots, running 
five tothe pound. A portion of these 
were placed in the display jars for the 
World’s Fair.

Our first objective point was the Gov- 
trnment Fish Hatchery, situated half 
a mile from .Sissons on the head 
It has a 
capacity for 1,000,000 eggs, at present 
hatching rainbow trout and red salmon. 
The spawn trout are held over a bucket, 
and the eggs squeezed out by a dexter- 
ous motion of the. hand. From the 
bucket they are transferred and counted 
into wire trays which fit into the upper 
end of a sluice about 80 feet in length. 


These trays, about 18 inches by 24 in 


length, and 8 inches in depth, are so 
woven as to leave slots sufficiently large 
to allow the hatched frv to escape, 
while retaining the eggs, into a little 
partitioned portion of the.sluice below 
the tray. 

The trout egg is a spherical, pink- 
colored. gelatinous mass, about the size 
of agreen pea. When hatched, which 
takes from twenty-five to fifty-five days, 
according to the- temperature of the 
water, the egg has a little fin surround- 
ing it longitudinally, except where the 
head of the grown trout will be. This 
lengthens and becomes more 

eveloped until finally it forms the fins 
and the tail of the , fish. The 
young fish are kept in these sluices, 
which are cleaned twice daily, until 
they are about eight months old, when 
they may be transferred to our rivers 
and streams. The salmon just hatched 
resembled bits of a stray rainbow, or 
tiny flecks from a sunset cloud. About 
85 percent. of the eggs are success. 
fully hatched. The fish are fed once 
aday. A visit to this placeis full_of 


_ 
We had a delightful drive from this 
_ point to Sissons’ great lumber cam 


and sawmill. The road is well graded, 
and, considering the season, not espe- 
cially dusty. It winds along the forest 
ways here by the side of a rocky gorge, 
Jown which leap tumultuous waters, 
then along the bank of some mountain 
stream, bordered by yew and alder, and 
again following a little rill gurgling 
gaily on its winding way, making. the 
woods musical with its voice. It is a 
nighway that thelover of pature must 
delight in, and itis full of -unwritten 
charms. About fifty or sixty comfort- 
able leokimg cabins have been built 
about the old sawmill, about some of 
iwhich the roses had been planted, while 
ever the windows flowering vines ran 
riot, redeeming their look of rough- 
ness. Everywhere*in the vicinity of 
the mill we could tracé the work of the 
luinbermen in the thinning out of these 
majestic forests. Millions of feet of 
lumber have been cut from the. giant 
trees, andthe campis a wilderness of 
logs, boards ana shingles. 
The lumbermen are paid good wages, 
he most skilled among them receiving

with soft mosses clinging to the rocks, 
forever moistened by the Spray falling 
from the. numberless streams which 
burst out from the rocks, fed forever by 
the great glaciers of Shasta. Now our 
path is moistened by the overleaping 
rills; ferns are sparkling with water 
drops, and the bushes just bend to kiss 
the silvery streams. We pass ovec lit- 
tle rustic bridges, the water behind and 
belowus. We hearthe tiny rush of myr- 
iads of streams that are seeking the 
base of the hillto mingle their waters 
with those of the Sacramento, which 
seems calling aloud to them to come. 
All the way down is one of entrancing 
loveliness and beauty. At the bottom a 
rainbow shines 'mid the spray and 
broader cascades come leaping over the 
rocks.

It is public opinion that Martison and 
Cleveland were from the beginning the 
inevitable Presidential candidates of 
1892; that by no possibility. could any 
one else have been nominated by either 
of the great political organizations. 
The great majority of those of both par-. 
cies who cohsider .thetiselves well in- 
formed will tell you now that they could 
aave -told you so ali the time. Asa 
\pectator and student of both conven- 
aéns I have tosay that both candidates 
narrowly escaped defeat several times. 
Mr. Blaine’s letters were put in at the 
time and in the terms to do Harrison 
the most good. The organization of 
those who were for the continuance of 
the Harrison administration was excel- 


lent. and the generalship of the 
leaders was ‘from start to finish 
clever. Yet in the last hours 


of. the contest” those who had an 
inside view .and believed thetnselves 
impartial hold that the renomination 
of the President depended upon the 
Massachusetts delegation. <A series of 
influences difficult to estimaté several! 
forced the nomination of Mr. Cleveland, 
but itis clear enough that the over- 
vearing confidence of his. friends in his 
nomination was not justified until the 
arrangement had been made by which 
the solid vote of Indiana was thrown 
tor him, with the understanding that 
Mr. .Gray would take and . should 
have the second place.

votes to have beaten Cleveland. . Forty- 
five Ohio votes were ready. for .ex-Gov.

Evidently the Clevelgnd leaders came 
to the conclusion there was danger the 
convention would get away from them, 
or they would not have insisted upon 
the all night session that tertijnated in 
the nomination of. their candidate. 
That their judgment in the necessity of 
pushing things was accurate appeared 
in the amendment of the platform and 
the the’ ite-President. 
So anxious were the Cleveland men 
thatthe platform should be adopted 
precisely as reported, that Col. 
Jone’ of St. Louis acting, no doubt, 
under instructions from the highest au- 


thority, took the course of announc-: 


ing, when presenting the paper to Col. 
Vilas for reading, that as soon as it was 
before the convention he would: move 
_ the preyious question. Nothing pre- 
vented the decisive and perhaps ruin- 
ous defeat of the .Cleveland’forces at 
this juncture but their hasty submission 
to the radical reconstruction of the pas- 
sage in the platform that was held to be 
the most important. We.have to :con- 
sider in estimating the elements com- 
posing the convention that, while the 
great event was the nomination of Mr. 
Cleveland by a two-thirds vote on the 
first ballot, the closing scene was the 
crushing defeat of Mr. Clevéland’s 
chosen lieutenants—the: three ex-Cabi- 
net Ministers present+-in the Vice- 
Presidential struggle. 

The Republicans .had little trouble 
with the main matters in their’ plat- 
form. There was the usual! difficulty in 
keeping the cranks from getting in 
their work, but no one hada. serious 

- doubt as to what the declaration of the 
principles of the party would amount 
to. rst there was the history and 
character of the party, and particularly 
prominentin the history, the secord 

and reputation of the Harrison adminis- 
tration. Protection and _ reciprocity 

Were matters of course, so.also was 
sound money, and the fine lines were 
drawn fn the plirases. expressive of the 
fact that the policy of the party is that 
of bimetallism., 

The Demdécracy, their platform 
literatyre, did not lack. facifitv in de- 
nunciation and condemnation, and they 
did a good deal of demanding without 
apparent effort. When..they came to 
the business questions they struck sor- 
row. They were fearfully unfortunate 
in their’ first tariff proposition, in the 
explicit recognition ot the duty of the 
Government to maintain by a protective 
system the wages of American working- 
men at a higher scale than it is possible 
in the conditions of ‘Eurppe to compen- 
sate labor; and equally alarming is the 
“giveaway” \hat many American in- 
dustries have been fostered by levying 
duties upon foreign importations of 
their product, and that investments 
under such inducements should net. be 
sacrificed by the removal of restraint 

. from foreign competition. . The. pity of 
itisthis did notstand.. 

Now, what can the workingmen, what 
can the capitalists of America, whose 
money .is active in these enterprises, 
think of a party that, after the intro- 
duction of such remarkable declara- 


tions, covering and asserting. the un- 


damental principles of protection, 
admitting that which is due from 
the Government in sustaining the 
rights of the work people and preserv- 
img contracts as inviolable, rudely de- 
faces such sensible and patriotic 
declarations, denounces the  pol- 
icy with which they. are asso- 
ciated as a fraud, and proclaims that 
tariff should be for revenue’ only—that 
is, amere tax. I fancy the working- 
men will comprehend that in the process 
of platform-making at Chicago the duty 
of the Government to protect them 
against the cheaper laborof Europe was 
first distinctly admitted and then ruth- 
lessly cast aside as unworthy the atten- 
tion of the Democratic party. That 
this must have a tremendous influence 
seems clear. Thatthe intelligence of 
Capital and the conservative’ instincts 
weré also disregarded in the matter 
thrown . out is likewise manifest: 

The true intent of the Democratic 
platform must be interpreted by that 
which was torn out ef it as well as that 
which was thrust into it. As it stands. 
it presents the Confederate doctrine, as 
tersely stated in the constitution of the 


Conféderacy, that there should b 
duties on importations with the purpose 
of fostering* industries. There cannot 
be much doubt as to how the American 
pooplé would divide on that line—the 
prohibition of protection. 

‘The action of the Democracy on the 
silver question grows in interest as we 
examine the details. In the first place 
it is due the truth to say that the Dem- 
ocratic platform is less liberal than 
that of.the Republican toward silver. 
The Republican idea of preserving the 
two precious metals on a parity is that 
the deficiencies of silver shall be sup- 
plied by gold—that is, that silvereoin, 
@s wellas gold and silver paper, shall 
be redeemed in gold coin--upheld to 
the gold standard. In a word, this is 
French finance. The Democratic plat- 
form diclares that the gold and silver 
dollar shall be of equal intrinsic and ex- 
changeable value, which means that 
the ratio shall be changed and the pur- 


That 
is, the Democratic party. pronounces, 
in terms that to those having under- 
standing are unequivocal, for the. gold 
standard.

There is a little spots howing the de- 
cay of the Democratic mind in money 
Matters, and itis the demand that the 
national banks shall be dboljished, ,Of 
course this if not because-they are not 
solid banks, by far the best we have 
ever had. The objection to them is 
that they are national. The Democratic 
mind, after all, yearns for a wildcat 
system. Suppressed in one direction, 
it breaks out in anothér. 

The cliaracteristics of the the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Presidency, 
‘and the peculfarities of the platform 
upon which he has been placed, have 
contributed mightily to the introduction 
in this campaign of a quantity that we 
are sure is immense, but whose propor- 
tions ate yet unknown. 

We are about to enjoy the luxurious 
novelty of an important third party. 
The calculating politicians of this coun- 
try, of all persuasions, are engaged in 
working the sum of Omaha. It will not 
dofor those who would be accurate in 
estimates to undervalue the power of 
fads and fanaticism in this country. 


some of the strongest “Detiocratic 
papers in’ the South have not 
been permitting themselvés uncom- 
mon latitude in misreprsentation, 
several of -the. States of the 
solid section may be expécted to go 
against Cleveland on the ground that 
he ‘is ‘‘a Wall street candidate,’’ and 
not any better atallthan Harrison in 
regard to vital money matters. The 
alliances are in power in South Caro- 
lina and they have menaced the De- 
mocracy of Georgia, while in Alabama, 
Mississippi and Arkansas their strength 
is very great.
